The Public Debt. 

For convenience, the debt of the Commonwealth, for which bonds have 
been issued, has two divisions: — 

First, the direct debt, which is an obligation incurred for the benefit of 
the entire Conmionwealth ; 

Second, the contingent debt, which, while a direct obligation of the Com- 
monwealth, has been incurred for the benefit of 41 cities and towns in the 
vicinity of and including Boston, called the metropolitan district, for the 
construction of water, sewer and park systems. This is distinct from the 
direct debt of the Commonwealth, for the burden of its payment is provided 
for by annual assessments collected by the Conunonwealth from the cities 
and towns especially benefited.

These requirements are found by computing the present sinking funds, 
increased by their earnings, compounded at 3 per cent, semi-annually, to 
the maturity of the loan, and providing for the difference between that 
result and the total indebtedness by annual assessments. 

No requirement is made for the abolition of grade crossings sinking fund, 
because of the fact that the amount in that sinking fund at the present time, 
$7,356,607.40, at the maturity of the loans now issued, which amount to 
$9,300,000, will more than provide for their payment ; but, as there have been 
$4,000,000 additional authorized, the present amount in this sinking fund will 
help to provide for the payment of such future issues. 

The reason this sinking fund is so large is because the amount received 
by the Commonwealth from the exchange of its common stock in the Fitch- 
burg Railroad Company for $5,000,000 in bonds, bearing interest at the rate 
of 3 per cent., of the Boston & Maine Railroad Company in 1902, was placed 
in that fund to help provide for the expenses incurred by the Commonwealth 
for abolishing grade crossings on the railroads. The Auditor of the Com- 
monwealth in his last two annual reports has recommended that this estimated 
surplus be distributed to other sinking funds. To this I have been and am 
opposed for many reasons, among which is the fact that the market value 
of these railroad bonds is considerably less than their par value, if it were 
necessary to sell them to provide money to pay the bonds issued by the 
Commonwealth as they come due during the next thirty years, while the 
Boston & Maine bonds do not come due until 1950. 

Massachusetts Bonds in Sinking Funds. 

The department has continued the policy of purchasing bonds issued by 
the Commonwealth for the sinking funds, while this could be done at an 
advantageous rate. The total amount of Massachusetts bonds now in the 
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various sinking funds of the Commonwealth is $7^303,862, an increase during 
the past year of $1,715,700. 

Bonds to the amount of $2,500,000, issued for the additions to the State 
House, come due April 1, 1909. The Commonwealth has purchased $1,943,000 
of these, and the money to pay the balance will be in hand when needed. 

Methods op figuring the Sinking Funds. 

There has been too much uncertainty in the past in regard to the amounts 
appropriated for the sinking funds maintained for the payment of the 
State debt, resulting from the fact that the requirements have been com- 
puted on the basis that only a certain sum should be put in each year from 
the beginning of a loan. For various reasons, the funds are increased by 
premiums, by amounts received from the United States government and 
from various other sources, so that on this basis the annual requirements 
have sometimes been omitted. 

The method which seems to me correct is the one at present in use in 
this department, which requires each year to pay its proportionate part of 
the unprovided for debt. In this way the annual requirements will vary 
but little. No appropriation was made last year for the armory loan sinking 
fund, in spite of the special recommendation of the Treasurer. The State 
sinking fund requirements should not be dependent in any sense upon the 
amount required for the State tax. 

Bonds authorized. 

The following issues of bonds have been authorized, but have not as yet 
been issued, as the money has not been needed. The following bonds will

Temporary Loans. 

To pay the running expenses of the Commonwealth and metropolitan dis- 
tricts, it is necessary to borrow money from time to time, and give the notes 
of the Commonwealth therefor. 

During the past year the Commonwealth has borrowed from various sources 
$6,850,000, paying therefor an average rate of interest of .03%-|- per cent. 

The total sum borrowed, together with interest, amounting to $89,886.79, 
has been paid. 
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Monthly Statement. 

The treasury department has continued to issue each month a statement of 
receipts and payments, and a comparison has been made each month with 
the corresponding month of last year, which shows an increase or decrease 
in the expenses of the various departments. 

Inheritance Tax. 

While the direct inheritance tax does not become fully operative until next 
September, when the two years which the law allows for the settlement of 
estates has elapsed, there has been a considerable amount of receipts col- 
lected from that source during the past year. While the law did not place 
the burden upon this department of making an investigation of all cases 
recorded in which estates might be taxable, but which had for some reason 
not paid the tax at the present time, the policy of continuing the special 
investigation started two years ago has been followed, with the result that 
$44,276.95 have been received from this source, which would not have been 
received in the ordinary course of the department. This makes a total 
received from this special investigation as follows : —

Of the 1,400 cases first mentioned, 518 are cases on which reports have 
been made. Of these 518 cases, 274 have been referred to the Attorney- 
General for his consideration, and in 175 cases the payment of the tax has 
been postponed either by decree of court or by the provisions of chapter 
473 of the Acts of 1902 and chapter 276 of the Acts of 1903. The remainder 
of these reported cases are more or less active. 

The amount of tax due the Commonwealth from these reported cases is, 
approximately, $120,000. 

It is impossible to accurately state the amount of tax due or to become due 
the Commonwealth from the cases now outstanding on the books of this 
department, but it is estimated that the amount of tax already due and 
which may become due will amount to possibly $1,000,000.

Total Taxable Property. 

The total taxable property of the citizens of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, in accordance with the last published statement of the Secretary of 
the Commonwealth and the Tax Commissioner, is as follows : —

Bank Depositories. 

At the present time the funds of the Commonwealth are deposited in 
about 175 banks and trust companies. The list is approved by the Governor 
and Council quarterly, but it is impossible for the Treasurer to keep watch 
of all of these institutions. During the past year it was necessary for the 
Legislature to appropriate the sum of $3,920.22 on account of the loss 
sustained by the Commonwealth on its deposit in the South Danvers National 
Bank, for which a receiver was appointed in October, 1900, which represents 
the actual loss of the Commonwealth, together with the interest on that 
amount. 

Rates of Interest.* 

Considerable annoyance has been caused by the different practices adopted 
for figuring interest on obligations. There are three methods in vogue. 
First, that adopted by the United States on its indebtedness, which is to 
figure the actual number of days elapsing between interest periods at the 
rate of 365 days to the year. Second, to figure the number of months, 
together with the additional days, computing the year as consisting of 360 
days, which is the common business method. On small transactions, it is 
much easier to figure on this basis than on the actual number of days in 
the year; but when the transactions are large, this method of figuring makes 
considerable difference. Third, to figure the exact number of days elapsing 
and divide by 360. On large amounts the increased interest paid by the 
borrower is considerable. Hereafter this department will require interest 
to be figured by those doing business with it on the actual number of days 
and on the basis of 365 days to the year, as this is the mathematically cor- 
rect method. 

Suffolk County Court House. 
The Commonwealth is borrowing a considerable amount of money to pro- 
vide for an addition to the Suffolk County Court House in Boston, and is 
loaning its credit, although it is to pay but one-third of the loan and collect 
the other two-thirds from the city of Boston. When completed, the Com- 
monwealth will have no ownership in the building, which will belong to 
Suffolk County. 
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Already a disagreement has arisen between the city of Boston and the 
Commonwealth in regard to the payment of interest. This department, 
relying on an opinion of the Attorney-General, has required the city of 
Boston to pay two-thirds of all interest which has been paid by the Com- 
monwealth. The city of Boston, on the other hand, claims that the amount 
received as earnings on the money borrowed until it is actually used should 
be credited to the current interest requirements instead of to a reduction in 
the amount to be borrowed, as this department contends, and refuses to pay 
the amount already paid by the Commonwealth. 

Metropolitan Districts. 

During the year this department issued its fourth statement of the assess- 
ments for interest, sinking funds and maintenance of the metropolitan 
water, sewer and park districts, which showed the total metropolitan assess- 
ments for the past four years, as follows : —

Charles River Basin. 

There have already been issued for the improvement of the Charles River 
basin bonds amounting to $2,800,000, on which the State has advanced 
interest up to the present time amounting to $163,735.67. While the com- 
mission appointed to apportion the assessments for the metropolitan park 
districts stated in 1905 that sufficient facts were not now obtainable to 
enable them at the present time to make a just and equitable determination 
of the amounts to be assessed, the burden upon the cities of Boston and 
Cambridge will be considerable annually, and should not be allowed to 
increase further without some temporary provisions at least being made 
for annual assessments, which might be adjusted later when a permanent 
apportionment is made. 

Coupon Bonds. 

The securities in the hands of the Treasurer amount to $47,788,341, and, 
as a considerable amount of these are in the form of coupon bonds, they are 
negotiable on delivery. I deem it to be more satisfactory and safer for 
the Commonwealth to have these coupon bonds, which have been issued by 
the various cities and towns, registered. 
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Recommendations. 

First, I recommend that the Treasurer be authorized to collect from the 
cities of Boston and Cambridge a temporary assessment for the payment 
of advances made for interest and for the requirements for the sinking fund 
and maintenance of the Charles River basin, and to adjust the payments 
made thereon when a permanent apportionment shall have been made. 

Second, that the Treasurer be authorized to collect from the city of Boston 
on account of the Suffolk County Court House two-thirds of the amounts 
estimated by him to be due from the city of Boston at least ten days before 
said amounts are paid by the Commonwealth on account of the indebtedness 
incurred therefor. 

Third, that the annual sinking fund requirements shall be figured by the 
Treasurer, and the amount required to retire the unprovided-f or indebtedness 
at its maturity shall be assessed annually, and may be paid by the Treasurer 
and Receiver-General in the same manner in which interest on the State debt 
is paid. 

Fourth, that the legal method of figuring interest on obligations in dealings 
with the Commonwealth shall be reckoned on the number of days elapsing, 
at the rate of 365 days to the year. 

Fifth, that the bank messenger be an appointee of the Treasurer and Re- 
ceiver-Greneral. 

I wish also to renew two recommendations of last year : that, on the request 
of the Treasurer and Receiver-General, any coupon bonds issued by a city 
or town in this Commonwealth, and held in the sinking funds of the Com- 
monwealth, shall be registered both as to principal and interest, providing 
the Commonwealth shall pay the additional expense incurred in registering 
the same; and second, that the sinking funds now maintained for the met- 
ropolitan parks loan be divided, and a new sinking fund, designated as met- 
ropolitan parks-Nantasket sinking fund, be established.
